sr~- ACCOUNT OF SOME VERY ODD 
PEOPLE. 


A Criminal Trial—A Pitiful Tale—French 
Morals—Poor Encouragement for 
Mothers with Daughters 


P a ris, February 14, 1881. 
The Princesse de la Moskowa has just 
died at Paris. Not very long ago I men 
tioned her in one of these letters as the 
grandmother of the Baronne Friedmann, 
recently imprisoned along with her hus­ 
band for forgery. Her history is a singu­ 
lar one, and her eccentricities of late years 
have caused her to be pronounced insane 
by all these who have come in contact with 
her. She was the daughter of the banker 
Laffitte, of great renown, the first banker 
in France who, through his financial 
talent and extended influence, arrived at 
an exalted and enviable position. It was 
at his house took place a reunion of jour­ 
nalists who protested against the successive 
suppression of the people’s liberties by 
Charles X., and which led to the famous 
revolution of 1830, and the dethronement 
of the King. The meeting was an audacious 
act on the part of the members, for each 
cue in those days risked his head on the 
expression of liberal principles, but 
their energy and courage were reward­ 
ed. Mr. Laffitte was a liberal re­ 
publican under the monarchy, and 
so much was he esteemed by his fellow- 
citizens that in 1830, by national subscrip­ 
tion, a private hotel was offered him in the 
street bearing his name, which street is one 
of the principal streets opening on to the 
boulevard des Italiens. 
His daughter 
married the eldest son of Marshal Ney, he 
who was covered with glory following the 
Knssian campaign and eventually con­ 
demned by the Court of Peers to be shot. 
His original name was Michel, hut after 
having been dubbed the Prince of Moskowa 
by the flrst Napoleon, this last title was 
the only one applied to him. His son of 
course inherited his title, but it has been 
asserted that did the old Marshal possess 
other than military virtues his first born 
did not inherit them, for he was a 
fJVICIOUS, VIOLENT AND UNWORTHY 
Creature, whose conduct was so objection­ 
able that his wife was obliged to ask a 
separation from him. At the trial he de­ 
nied that he had ever struck his wife, and 
in anger at her assertions slapped her be­ 
fore the entire Court. She, for her part, 
was as eccentric as he was vicious, and 
after her marriage, which was celebrated 
with a great deal of eclat, having numer­ 
ous visits to return, which annoyed her, she 
would take off her shoes and throw them 
out of the carriage window so that when 
the carriage door was opened for her to 
alight it was impossible to force her to 
descend, for it was found she no longer had 
any shoes on her feet. The Princesse de 
Moskowa has left an immense fortune, but 
during the last years of her life she became 
fearfully miserly, so much so that her 
mania reached insanity. She rented all of 
her hotel with the exception of four rooms, 
in which she crowded herself with her 
seven servants ; and so fearful was she of 
being robbed of even a piece of sugar by 
her servants that she was known to invari­ 
ably puta fly in the sugar-bowl, and if she 
found it there on again opening the bowl, 
she was satisfied, but if the fiy had disap­ 
peared she knew that sugar had been taken 
bv some one, and her anger and indigna­ 
tion were difficult to withstand. 
She 
would never consent to spend any money 
on her clothes, and persisted, when she 
went out, in wearing garments snch as 
were worn near fifty years ago, and was so 
ridiculous that she attracted the atten­ 
tion of all the passers-by and rendered her 
femme de chambre so confused that 
she scarcely dared accompany her. 
However, during the latter years of 
her life she rarely went out, aud for 
two years before her death never once left 
her apartment. Her daughter married a 
Mr. Fialin, who was a soon officier of cav­ 
alry. When Napoleon III. needed men to 
aid him in his conspiracy against the re­ 
public, he naturally looked around him for 
those who, having nothing, had less to risk 
and could the better serve his purpose. 
Mr. Fialin, like Momy, Saint Arnaud and 
Mauprat, was covered with debts, had no 
means of extricating himself from his dif­ 
ficulties, and was only too glad to take part 
in any adventure whatever which might 
promise him some future profit. The four 
were fit instruments ior the abominable 
coup d’etat, and when the 
CHIEF OK THE ADVENTURERS 
Became Emperor of France, he rewarded 
his associates by dubbing them all dukes. 
Mr. Fialin was named Due de Persigny, 
and was married under that name ; Morny 
became Due de Morny, and so on. It was 
Mauprat who, after he had been appointed 
Prefet de Police, arrested Mr. Thiers— 
what a set of brigands ! Mme. Persigny 
inherited the eccentric nature of her 
mother, besides developed other vicious 
and disgusting qualities peculiar to herself, 
which caused her to be much remarked 
by those persons with whom she came 
in contact. She united her existence with 
a sportsman, a man possessed of the nature 
of a jockey, who was always to be seen on a 
horse, or driving a fast team. His name 
has escaped me ; at any rate, they did not 
hesitate to show themselves everywhere in 
public together, and often traveled in an 
open manner, but were scarcely ever seen 
unless quarreling. 
On arriving at the 
ijare they would be quarreling and would 
continue to quarrei after the train had 
Btarted, and it was then conld be seen 
flying ont of the window the gentleman’s 
hat, eane, or other objects of his which the 
enraged woman had laid hands upon, there­ 
upon accentuating the mother’s propensity, 
when she threw her shoes out of the 
window. On arriving at Nice, or any other 
place of resort, the couple would continue 
to quarrel, and Mme. Persigny is known 
to have entered the dining-hall, and, in 
anger against her companion, seized hold 
of plates, glasses, cups—anything she could 
lay her hands on—and dash them upon 
the floor. 
One can imagine the scandal 
this scene created, and the picture the 
dining-hall presented as all stared at the 
wrathful lady and her companion, at the 
same time adjusting their eye-glasses 
to get a better look at this strange and 
fantastic creature. 
Her conduct as a 
woman reflects no honor on her sex, and 
she is said to be the most devergondee of her 
monde, with the exception of the notorious 
Mme. Ratazzy. 
The daughter of Mme. 
Persigny, Mme. Friedland, has not mani­ 
fested the same eccentricity of her imme­ 
diate ancestors, yet in some instances has 
she proved herself worthy of their rela­ 
tionship. 
When she and her husband 
started out on their bridal trip they spent 
the large sum accorded them with such ex­ 
travagant haste that but little was soon 
left in the purse, and instead of moderating 
their expenses, they hastened to BadeD- 
Baden to improve tbeir fortunes by gam­ 
bling. Instead of gaining, they lost the 
little that was left them, and they were 
obliged to telegraph to Paris for money, 
which waa at first refused them, and it was 
only after repeated telegrams had been sent 
and tbeir precarious situation explained in 
loll, that half the sum asked for was sent 
them. Instead of paying their debts and 
returning to Paris, they gambled this 
money away, and were obliged to again 
telegraph for more, which they had great 
difficulty in obtaining. They are now both 
shut np in prison for forgery, but since tHe 
grandmother is dead and her entire fortune 
falls to Mme Persigny, it is supposed that 
she will endeavor to extricate her daughter 
and her hnsband from their painful posi­ 
tion, although she has grown almost as 
miserly as her mother was.

She went to h « roome 
to perform on the piano with him, a 
ow- 
iug to her inexperience, her tender T-’ars, 
and the cowardice and hearMessness o * the 
young man, the poor girl fell. Becoi «mg 
frightened at the result of her liaison, i « d 
fearing the anger of her mother, she pi R" 
mitted her lover to conduct her to a Dit$ 
Cabrol. Shortly after she became very ill, 
and at last made a full confession to her 
mother, who had her removed to a maison 
de sante. The mother called to see Mr. 
Ducrocq, who pretended he did not know 
Gabrielle, and at last insulted her by offer­ 
ing her money. He at last callnd to see 
Gabrielle, in company with his partner, 
and the mother, on finding him at her 
daughter’s bedside, urged him to marry 
her since he ruined her. 
“ Marry 
Gabrielle .’ cried Mr. Ducrocq, “ impos­ 
sible ; what would they think of me at 
the Chamber of Commerce?” “ They will 
think you are an houest man,” answered 
the mother. “ Choose between marriage 
at d the cour (Tassises. Marry Gabriellet°I 
beg of yoc, and if it is I who displease you, 
I shall leave Paris and you will never see 
me again. You need not feel so proud, for 
you are not the Duo d’Amnale, and you 
cau very well marry my daughter without 
blushing, because she has received an ex­ 
cellent education and is a first-class book­ 
keeper.” The young man persistently re­ 
fused, and was very insolent to the poor 
heart-stricken mother. Two days after 
THE YOUNG UIliL DIED 
And was buiied, but on her death-bed 
she made an entire confession in the pres­ 
ence of the Secretary of the Commissaire 
de Police and gave the details of her visit 
to Doctor Cabrol, which left no doubt of 
his culpability. This gentleman, as well 
as Mr. Ducrocq, were arrested, and the 
trial occupied some days and excited much 
general interest. Many suspicious papers 
were found at the dwelling of Doctor Ca­ 
brol, which were explained away by the 
authors in a more or less adroit manner, 
through fear no doubt of beiDg implicated 
in other crimes which the doctor might be 
accused of. The lawyers who defended 
the accused charged the poor Gabrielle of 
downright falsehood, when she, poor child, 
could no longer rise from her grave to de­ 
fend herself. One of these gentlemen of 
the bar, in defending Mr. Ducrocq, said 
that what had occurred to him was inevita­ 
ble in the life of all young men. In this 
assertion is contained the oode of French 
morals generally accepted by women as 
well as men, and until it is admited that 
it is not necessary for ycting men to sow 
wild oats, until certain shameful existing 
laws shall have disappeared aud young men 
brought up to respect women, will there 
always continue to be victims such as the 
dead young Gabrielle and her forlorn 
heart-broken mother. 
The Doctor Ca­ 
brol had called a whole regiment of 
witnesses to testify to his respectability 
and honesty, and yet so indifferent 
are the majority to the rights of justice 
that although many were aware of a fact 
which wonld have influenced the greater 
number against the old doctor, no one 
mentioned the circumstance during che 
trial. It seems that during the last empire 
a young artist, Alfred de Drew, wa« as­ 
sassinated by one of the Emperor’s Gen­ 
erals, Gen. Cornenneuse, and the Emperor, 
in order to shield his favorite, called in an 
acojmmodating physician to testify that 
the duel had been regular, and this pbysi- 
ciaD, who loaned himself tc a crime and a 
falsehood, was none other than the Doctor 
Cabrol. The Bonapartist and anti-Repub­ 
lican papers generally (for both the old 
doctor and Mr. Dncrocq belong to a certain 
class of Bonapartists) cried out against the 
poor mother, because she had asked the 
seducer to marry her child; in fact the 
jury, the judges and the lawyers, all re­ 
proached the poor woman with thia act as 
though it had been a crime. It does seem 
that what has been considered 
VIRTUES ARE NOW CRIMES, 
And all mothers of this monde, will be 
little encouraged to bring np their daugh­ 
ters as|honest women, but will hereafter 
feel more like selling them as the majority 
de. Both men were acquitted, to the 
shame of justice and good morals, and had 
judgment been pronounced by the judges 
one could have a right to call out against 
the injustice of individuals, but since it 
wa3 a jury chosen from among the people, 
from the heart of society, which rendered 
the verdict, there is nothing left but to 
lament the immoral and degenerated con 
dition of society.

The idea is certainly a graceful and pretty 
one, but it is easy to believe that the nun- 
her of workmen who will offer themselves 
will be so great that no room will be left for 
the wall to he bnilt upon. Mr. Jourde, 
the director of the Steele, has of­ 
fered to place himself at the head of a 
managing committee, and a most worthy 
and responsible person is necessary as 
guide to insure the success of the under­ 
taking, for enthusiasm, even the most 
sincere, does not suffice, because it is rare 
that it is not accompanied by more or less 
laxity and disorder. It is stated, however, 
that the moment Mr. Jourde consents to 
be the organizer of the ceremony all may 
have confidence in the fete beiDg worthy of 
the illustrious poet to whom it is to be 
offered. Mr. Francisqns Karcey gays in 
the XlXm e Siecle : “ This will be a cente­ 
nary by anticipation. All men of my age 
should hasten to partake of it in advance, 
for we are not made, alas ! of the same 
heart-wood of oak in which Nature has 
sculptured Victor Hugo. It is certain that 
he who has already seen some splendid 
centimes will add a last one to them which 
will be the most glorious of all, and will 
see the Becond year of the other century. 
But shall we ethers arrive that far ? Ah, 
nothing is less certain ; therefore let us 
make haste.”

CONSUL 
CRUMP’S 
BLUNDER. 


Judging from the evidence at hand we 
should say that Mr. Crump, the British 
Vice-Consul at 
Philadelphia, has been 
made the victim of oue of those hoaxes 
which are regarded as lair by certain ex­ 
tremely “ sm art ” business men. I t seems 
that he recently furnished to his govern­ 
ment a report in which he stated that 700,­ 
000 hogs had died of disease lately in 
the W est; that the carcasses of these dead 
hogs had been used in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine and other products; that 
trichiniasis was prevalent throughout the 
hogs of the W estern States ; and that gen­ 
erally speaking the situation was a very 
bad one. 
The presumption is that the 
Consul was induced to believe these stories 
himself, by certain canning speculators, 
and that the whole affair was deliberately 
arranged by them for the purpose of affect­ 
ing the market. 
The report of Consul 
Crump found its way into the English press, 
and of course produced a very decided 
sensation. 
Tho m arket was very strongly 
affected for several days, and it is quite 
probable th at the persons who had ar­ 
ranged the plot took advantage of the 
opportunities thus afforded them. 
The 
Produce Exchanges of Chicago, Cincinnati, 
and other places, have investigated the 
situation, and thoir reports show that the 
Consul must have either made deliberate 
misrepresentations, or 
have been egre- 
giouely duped. 
The latter is the more 
probable explanation of the case, but it is 
evident that no explanation can undo the 
evil that has been done by the false re­ 
port 
No doubt heavy and perhaps ruin­ 
ous losses have been inflicted upon many 
dealers through tho fluctuations in the 
m arket, and for this tkero can be no com­ 
pensation. 
The least the British Govern­ 
ment can do under tho circumstances is to 
remove the Consul who has shown him­ 
self so gullible or bo venal, and this step 
ought to be taken as promptly as possible. 


T aB 
WISDOM 
OF 
MEW 
ORLEANS. 


A citizen of Sacramento now journeying 
in the South, sent us the other day a copy 
of the New 
Orleans Carnival Oa-ette, 
containing illustrations and descriptions of 
the famous Mardi Oras festival which is 
held every year in that city. 
These fes­ 
tivals are gorgeous almost beyond concep­ 
tion, and they require a very considerable 
amount of both money and time for their 
preparation. 
They include long street pro­ 
cessions representing sometimes a whole 
mythology,and embracing classical and bur­ 
lesque subjects in profusion. Every incident 
is most artistically prepared and presented, 
and the general 
effect 
is marvelous. 
These festivities are however excellent 
investments for New Orleans, for they 
bring scores of thousands of visitors to 
the city every year, and they cause such a 
revival of business as repays the out­ 
lay a hundredfold. 
Other cities have 
taken leaves from the note book of New 
Orleans, and have sought to render them ­ 
selves centers ci 
attraction by lavish 
expenditures. 
And there can be no doubt 
th at these thiDgs are extremely profitable. 
Cities, like 
individuals, can accelerate 
their prosperity by liberal and judicious 
advertising. W hatever expenditures make 
a 
city 
more agreeable 
to 
travelers, 
whatever increases their comforts, their 
convenience, their amusement, is sure to 
pay. 
No policy is so fatal as community 
parsimony. 
The city th at is ah aid to 
spend money to make itself attractive will 
not be visited, and will not command the 
trade of its environm ent 
New Orleans is 
wise in maintaining her Mardi Gras fes­ 
tival, and no m atter w hat she spends upon 
it the money is well invested. 
There are 
plenty of other cities which would do well 
to study her policy in this regard, and 
which would materially advance their own 
interests by adopting it. 


The alarm which is just now being ex­ 
hibited at the East because of the recent 
advance made in railroad consolidation 
only serves to indicate th at the railroad 
question has not been more carefully stud­ 
ied at New York than by the W estern 
Grangers. 
There is in fact nothing in the 
agitation th at has not been thoroughly ex­ 
ploited years ago, and it is merely a fresh 
instance of history repeating itself. 
It is, 
nevertheless, a satire upon the boasted en­ 
lightenm ent of the times, and a damag­ 
ing exposure of the defects of modern edu­ 
cational agencies, th at the men who are 
cow denouncing railroad consolidation as a 
menace to republican institutions do not 
know th at they are repeating stale and ex­ 
ploded fallacies, and th at the problem 
with which they think themselves doomed 
to wrestle, as w ith a new creation, is not 
only old, hut has been completely worked 
out in other countries. 
This terrifying monster Consolidation ap­ 
peared to the British public some twenty 
years ago in much the same lurid hues it 
has presented to the N ew -Y ork people. 
The British public then thought, as some 
Americans think now, that the consolida­ 
tion of great railroad interests must lead 
to the erection of an overshadowing power, 
which would control Parliament, laugh at 
legislation, and bind the people hand and 
foot in a new kind of slavery. 
The sub­ 
ject was agitated w ith the usual hys­ 
terical clamor, and all the stale claptrap 
about corporation greed and tyranny and 
soullessnesa 
was fully employed. 
The 
public worked itself into a perfect fever 
over the m atter, and Parliam ent was urged 
to take prompt and vigorous measures for 
chaining the new Frankenstein monster. 
By degrees however it was found that con­ 
solidation did not produce auy of the evils 
which had been anticipated from it. 
The 
consolidated companies were discovered to 
be just as amenable to the law as the un­ 
consolidated companies had been. 
Instead 
of the elimination of competition pro­ 
ducing calamitous results, it produced dis­ 
tinctly beneficial results. 
It began to be 
perceived th at consolidation had led to 
increased sense of responsibility in the 
railroad m anagers; th at the service had 
been greatly improved by the change ; that 
the rates of freight and fare had been re­ 
duced instead of raised ; that the elimina­ 
tion of competition bad enabled the corpo 
rations to invest more capital in legitimate 
ways upon the improvement of their prop 
e rty ; and that in short all the conse­ 
quences were good and not evil. 
A t the present time over two-thirds of 
all the railroads of the U nited Kingdom 
are operated by four corporations, each of 
which represents a great consolidation. 
It 
is the universal opinion of authoritative 
judges th at the railroad system of Great 
Britain has never been so well, so economi­ 
cally, so reasonably managed, as since 
these consolidations took place ; and what 
makes the present agitation in New York 
the more preposterous is th at all these 
facts were long ago gathered and printed 
for the special use of the American people, 
by no less competent an authority on rail­ 
road m atters than Charles Francis Adams, 
Jr. 
T hat gentleman, in a little book 
published some four years ago, discussed 
this very question of consolidation thor­ 
oughly, and showed from the experience of 
England and other countries th at the pop­ 
ular notions in regard to it were erroneous 
and misleading. 
The facts aud arguments 
which be then presented are in all respects 
as cogent as when he collated them, and 
they constitute a complete and conclusive 
refutation of all the loose and reckless 
statem ents which have lately been made 
on the platform by agitators, demagoguep, 
and generally ignorant persons. 
Experience proves that consolidation is 
not au intensification of existing evils and 
abuses, but a remedy and a cure for very 
many of them. 
The fundamental fallacy 
of all anti-railroad agitation is the notion 
that railroads are not run upon ordinary 
business principles. 
That fallacy m ast be 
disposed of before a rational view of the 
subject can be obtained, but it seems 
necessary for every community to learn the 
alphabet of railroad matters for itself, no 
m atter w hat conclusions have been reached 
elsewhere through actual experiment. All 
the wild talk about corporate greed and 
rapacity may be disposed of by anyone who 
will tako the trouble to examine the statis­ 
tics of railroading iu the United States 
for the past ten years. For these statistics 
show th at the tendency has been steadily 
towards the reduction of rates ; th at this 
reduction ha3 always followed every con­ 
solidation m ovem ent; and that the public 
have invariably profited by the extinction 
of competition as between trunk lines. 
The railroad problem iu fact will solve 
itself if it is left to itself, and all attem pts 
to solve it by coercive legislation must re­ 
sult in deferring the advantages sought, in 
corrupting the Government, in disseminat­ 
ing the poison of communistic doctrines, and 
in hampering investm ent and commerce. 
As, moreover, the tendency toward con­ 
solidation of railroad interests is accom­ 
panied by an equally strong tendency to­ 
wards the diffusion of corporate securities, 
it follows that these anti-railroad agitations 
strike at larger sections of the community 
every time. 
The truth is that it is the 
American people themselves who own the 
railroads and the telegraphs and all the 
corporate property of the country, and 
these assaults are, therefore, made upon 
their interests by their fellow citizens. 
It 
is a pity th at the people of New York have 
neither men nor journals to show them the 
folly of the ideas they are exciting them ­ 
selves over so needlessly, for it is plain that 
tho injury done by such assaults upon cor­ 
porate interests must be great in propor­ 
tion to the importance of the localities at 
which they are made. 


MEXICAN PROSPECTS. 


All the indications point to an approach­ 
ing era of prosperity for Mexico. 
It is 
true that there are still rumors in the air 
of long-meditated attem pts to bring about 
some kind of thieving raid upon the sis­ 
ter republic, in the interest of adventurers 
and the turbulent elements, but we think 
these attem pts will be extinguished by 
the manifest 
trend of 
enterprise and 
investment towards Mexican 
territory. 
The prospect is th at the locomotive will 
solve a problem of civilization which legis­ 
lation has failed to settle. 
Railroads are 
the real civilizers of the present century, 
and they are doing for Mexico what no 
leader or statesm an has hitherto been able 
to effect. 
W hen the railroad enterprises 
now in embryo are completed, and the 
Mexican States are bound together by 
banda of Bteel, revolutions will for the first 
time become impossible, and the homo­ 
geneity of the republic will be assured. 
Iu that region 
there 
will 
then be 
almost 
unbounded 
opportunities 
for 
the exhibition of American enterprise and 
shrewdness. 
The country is rich, fertile, 
abounding in resources, thinly populated, 
capable of sustaining five times its present 
inhabitants. 
Let its political security be 
once established, and it must rapidly 
spring into a condition of prosperity and 


flourishing growth rivaling th at of our 
most progressive W estern States. 
I t is 
thus far almoet virgin territory, so far as 
commerce and enterprise are concerned, and 
while its mineral resources are great beyond 
all possibility of exaggeration, its agri­ 
cultural capabilities are not less splendid. 
Throughout this territory American capi­ 
tal and energy will be welcomed, and it will 
not be necessary to blacken the record of 
the U nited States with a causeless and in­ 
iquitous war upon a harmless and feeble 
people, to secure the lion’s share of the ad­ 
vantages to be derived from Mexican ad­ 
vancement. No doubt there are fascinations 
for a certain class of political adventurers in 
the thought of adding so large a field for 
jobbery to the Government of the United 
States. 
But in this instance the powerful 
and beneficent agencies of commerce are 
in the ascendant, and we do not believe 
that they will consent to risk the now 
certain victories of the future in order to 
gratify a lust of conquest which has no 
motive but the greediest and most unprin­ 
cipled selfishness. 
Mexico has the same 
right to her independence th at we have to 
ours, and th at consideration ought to 
suffice whenever conquest is suggested. 
We may conquer her good-will, her trade, 
her industries, w ithout employing a single 
bayonet, and this is the enterprise to which 
the most ambitious and far-sighted minds 
of the country are now turning with more 
and more confidence as time passes. 


THE PR E SIgJN T AND THE COBDEN CLU3. 


W e observe a statem ent to the effect 
that President Garfield has recently denied 
his connection with the Cobden Club, and 
that he has w ritten a letter to one of its 
members stating th at he does not believe 
iu its principles. 
We are reluctant to be­ 
lieve this story, for the reason that we 
know General Garfield to have been a mem­ 
ber of the Cobden Club, in the annual lists 
of which organization his name has ap­ 
peared for several years, and for the further 
reason th at no man is ever accepted as a 
member of th at organization unless he is 
known to hold free-trade doctrines. 
The 
fact that General Garfield in several of his 
speeches in Congress has manifested Btrong 
dissent from the protective theory certainly 
justifies this belief, and until we see some 
definite evidence th at he has changed his 
views since his election we must decline to 
accept the recent report as true. It is pos­ 
sible also that the rumor concerning his 
“ stalw art ” intentions is no more m atter 
of fact than th at regarding his connection 
with tho Cobden Club, and we hope that 
this is really the case. 


REPRESENTATIVES AND 
CONSTITUENTS. 


L e tte r from S en ato r G eorge o f N evada 
C ounty. 


E ds. R ecord-Uniox ; It is seldom that I 
appear in print, or that I attempt to urge my 
opinions on others; but permit me to say 
that your editorial of last Saturday, on the 
subject of “ The Relations and Duties of 
Representatives to their Constituents,1' so 
fully meets my views that I beg the privi­ 
lege of indorsing it, and adding a few wcrds, 
showing the position of the California Senate 
on this proposition,. 
I was aware that one of the principal argu­ 
ments the enemies of the debris measure 
would present would be that they wished to 
represent the wishes of their constituents. 
In doing so they of necessity would be com­ 
pelled to vote for Senate Bill No. 27. To 
meet that I used the following in my speech 
on that occasion : “ If my constituents want 
my vote on any local matter of interest to 
them they shall have it, 
but when a 
matter of 
State policy (as 
I 
regarded 
that matter) presents itself, I then say 
"hands off, my judgment is my own.” I 
endeavored to illustrate my views, and the 
futility of their position, by the downfall of 
Poland, which was brought about partially 
from the manner in which they controlled 
the action of their representatives, 
I feared 
I was treading upon “ forbidden ground,” 
and expected to be severely criticised for my 
position, not only by the opponents of the 
measure, but by my political opponents, too, 
perhaps, in the course of time, as I believe the 
I e' pie, too many of them, are educated to be­ 
lieve that a Senator, for instance, represents 
his county or district merely, and not the State. 
The next speaker after me, Senator Baker, 
whose speech I regret to know was not re­ 
ported, took particular pains to justify his 
position on the measure, taking refuge be­ 
hind his constituents. 
Senator Hill used 
the following: 
" 1 want it passed (Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 27) because the people of 
Santa Cruz, Monterey aud San Benito coun­ 
ties (the counties he represents), are in favor 
of its passage.” Senator Gorman said, after 
expressing his sympathy, etc., for the farm­ 
ers. “ a sa Senator he thought it was his duty 
to represent the wishes of his constituents, 
in favor of the bill.” Senator Neumann 
after expressing his regret for his vote said : 
* * * “ because his constituents did not 
desire to pay any more taxes for the further­ 
ance of the debris echeme.” These were 
among the Senators who voted for the bill. 
Quotations might be continued from the 
opposition to the debris scheme, carrying 
out this “ one idea.” And even Senator 
Johnson, who worked hard and long for the 
continuation of the debris scheme, was actu­ 
ated by the same influence, ouly in an oppo­ 
site direction. He said, after explaining his 
position, 
“ I 
shall 
endeavor to 
carry 
out 
the views of 
my immediate 
con­ 
stituents, residents of 
Sacramento 
city 
and 
county, upon 
this important and 
overshadowing issue.” Thus it must be read­ 
ily seen that the people of this State enter­ 
tain the idea that Senators and Assembly­ 
men are not representatives, but delegates, 
and as such are bound to give an account of 
their stewardship, not to the State, but to 
the locality or district from which they are 
elected.

SANITARY 
PRECAUTIONS. 


During the past year the country has 
been prosperous, the crops large and find­ 
ing ready markets, the furnaces and looms 
and shops of all kinds active; we have 
been free from war and from great epidem­ 
ics, and although a hundred thousand 
deaths have occurred among us which 
might have been prevented, and two hun­ 
dred thousand of our people have been 
constantly sick, and suffering from causes 
which we have every reason to believe 
might have been avoided, yet this great 
loss and sorrow have been so distributed 
amo: g our fifty million» of people th at it 
has for the most part been lost sight of and 
has not attracted attention except in a few 
scattered instances. 
W hen the times are 
thus prosperous, the street» of our cities 
noisy with traffic, their depots and docks 
and levees crowded with freight, taxing to 
their utm ost the capacity of their cars and 
ships, it is not easy to induce people to 
take thought of the evils to come, nor are 
they disposed to listen with satisfaction to 
those who trouble their content by urging 
on them drainage or sewerage, or other 
costly works needed to secure dry, clean 
soil, pure water, and air free from danger­ 
ous or offensive contamination. 
They say 
to the sanitarian who is warning them : 
“ Hush ! wait a little ; don’t make a fuss ; 
you will injure the reputation of the city ; 
you will drive away commerce ; we are no 
worse than our neighbors, nor than we 
have been before ; we will attend to these 
m atters by-and-by, for you are probably 
right in your advice; but wait until after 
the election; we must not propose addi­ 
tional taxation notr or we shall be defeat­ 
ed,’’ etc. 
I t was so of old time : 
“ Y et a 
little sleep—a little slumber, a little fold­ 
ing of the hands to sleep.” 
" So shall thy 
poverty come as one th at traveletb, and 
thy w ant as an armed man ; and to the 
great city which ielt that it should ait as a 
lady forever, there came in one day widow­ 
hood and the loss of children.”—[The 
Sanitarian.________

It can also be confidentially stated 
that members of the National Democratic 
Committee will stand before the country as 
particeps criminis. The following is the text 
of H ew itts letter:

My Dear G overnor: 
In the New York Exprése of 
Saturday I lound p jb lu h ed w hat purported to be a 
letter frota you, in which, referring to your efforts 
to discover the origin of tbeso cslled Morey Chinese 
letter, you say ; “ We believe we shall get at the 
true inwardness of the m atter, but we n»ed money 
with which to prosecute the inquiries, and we are 
asking our friend* to contribute ¡I!

From positive statem ents which I have seen 
in the newspapers I had reason to suppose th at you 
had already secured the evidence necessary to estab­ 
lish the authorship of the wicked letter which is 
supposed to have been signed by General Garfield, 
and which he afterwards repudiates as a brutal 
forgery.

D isastrou s F ires. 
R osita (Col.), March 10th.—Early this 
morning a tire broke out in Miller’s grocery 
store, and spreading rapidly destroyed the 
entire business portion of the city, with 
stocks of merchandise, including the Poet- 
otfice and contents. The fire was entirely in­ 
cendiary—an outhouse, icehouse and the floor 
of the grocery store having been saturated 
with coal oil. 
The outhouse was first discov­ 
ered to be in flames, aud immediately after 
the flames broke out iu the interior of the 
store, and an explosion soon occurred, spread­ 
ing firebrands in all directions. The water 
supply from wells was soon exhausted, and 
the flames were allowed to take their course. 
The loss is estimated at $130,000. The in­ 
surance cannot now be stated, but will cover 
only a small percentage of the loss. The 
records of deeds, and all the records pertain­ 
ing to the County Court were saved. 
K ansas City (Mo.), March 10th.—The 
greatest conflagration known in Kansas City 
for many years occurred this morning on 
Union avenue, between Mulberry and Santa 
Fe streets, by which was destroyed that riart 
of the magnificent new block of buildings 
occupied bjt Woodward, Faxon & Co., whole­ 
sale druggists ; Kelly, Wells & Co., whole­ 
sale hardware, and Ogleby t Co., wholesale 
grocers. 
The flames were first seen bursting 
from the rear window of Faxon & Co.’s, and 
by the time the firemen arrived at 4 o’clock 
the roof and windows glared terrifically with 
the leaping 
flames. 
Several explosions, 
numbering not less than 75, took place, caused 
by cans of gunpowder in the establishment 
of Ogleby & Co. and barrels of coal oil in the 
drug house of Woodward, Faxon & Co. 
These explosions were lond enough to be 
heard through the city, and by families two 
miles from the scene of tho fire. The water 
pressure, which should have been ninety 
pounds to the Equare inch, was scarcely suffi­ 
cient to carry a stream to the second story 
windows. 
Woodward, Faxon & Co.’s loss is 
$85,000 : insured for $00,000, Ogleby & Co.’s 
loss is §80,000 ; insured for $75,000. 
Kelly, 
Wells & Co.’s loss is $80,000 ; fully insured. 
The buildings were owned by Leach, Olm- 
slead & Hall, and were valued at $50,000, on 
which there was an insurance of §28,000.

Pugh, before a large audience at the Acad­ 
emy of Music this evening, a lecture was de­ 
livered on the subject of " The Associated 
Press, or How We Get the News.” by James 
W. Simonton, the General Agent of the New 
York Associated Press, the subject being one 
often inquired about, and about which the 
public knows very little. 
On the stage, near 
the lecturer’s left hand, were placed tele­ 
graph instruments connected with the wires 
of the Western Union Telegraph, 
and 
through them the audience was placed in com­ 
munication almost with the ends of the earth, 
dispatches being received from all parts of the 
United States, including California, Canada 
and from Great Britain and the Continent of 
Europe. 
Having been introduced by W. V. 
McLean as “ the greatest wire-puller of the 
age.” Simonton struck at once into the dis­ 
cussion of his chosen theme, having traced 
the growth of the Associated Press from the 
year 1837, when the procurement of marine 
news in New York harbor led a number of 
journals in that city to combine, down to the 
present day. Simonton explained that the 
organization is practically a central news ex­ 
change, with branch associations for local 
purposes in various cities, all governed by the 
same object of getting the most and freshest 
news. 
Simonton then called for dispatches 
from distant points, and an answer was re­ 
ceived from New Orleans in a few moments, 
giving the rescue of the crew of a vessel lost 
on Wednesday in the Gulf of Mexico and 
other current items of news. London was 
then called, and asked what Parliameift was 
doing, and an answer came back in three 
minutes that “ Parliament has just finished 
the arms bill in committee, and is now taking 
up the aimy estimates.” 
A dispatch was re­ 
ceived from Montreal a few minutes after it 
was asked, stating that snow had been falling 
there all day. 
A message was then sent to 
San Francisco, asking for the message to be 
sent 
quickly, 
and 
in 
four minutes it 
was 
received, 
giving 
a report 
of 
the 
Kalloch trial. A dispatch from Washington, 
stating that the weather was clear, cool and 
pleasant, was read. 
Simonton spoke of the 
personnel of the Associated Press, answering 
various complaints agaiust it. There could 
be no partisanship in its news, he said, as its 
membership embraced men of all shades cf 
views, and the editors who receive the news 
are tree to alter, revise or leave out just 
as they see fit.

ciated Press. 
In conclusion, Simonton spoke 
of the blessiDg the association had proven 
itself as a mighty force in civilization. 
He 
referred to the prodigious labors connected 
with the reception and handling of the news, 
and gracefully closed his lecture by introduc­ 
ing a picture of a weary news editor receiv­ 
ing from the Associated Press agents, about 
3 o’clock in the morning, the words “ Good 
night,” the signal that no more dispatches 
may be expected for the day. 
While await­ 
ing a reply to a dispatch sent to London, the 
speaker related several anecdotes illustrative 
of the blunders made in sending dispatches, 
and the relation of one of them drew out evi­ 
dence of the fact that the city was composed 
of people who keep the run of the news. 
He 
was beginning to tell of an incident in which 
the mistake of a single letter caused the 
friends of a thoughtful bride and groom to 
be met solemnly on their arrival at the depot 
by friends with a hearse and carriage, instead 
of a “ horse and carriage.”

CASE 
DISM ISSED. 


A t the opening of the Superior C ourt ses­ 
sion yesterday morning, the case of the Peo­ 
ple vs. C. H . Spear, for libel, and w hich-is 
more fam iliarly known as the “ black book > 
case, was resumed. 
Before the Court an­ 
nounced its decision upon the motion of coun­ 
sel for defense to dismiss, which was raised 
and argued the evening previous, the D istrict 
A ttorney moved a dismissal on the ground 
th at the evidence was a t variance with the 
allegations in the information, caused by the 
fact that no copy of the book bad been pro­ 
cured, and its contents were largely unknown 
at the time the information was drawn. The 
motion of the D istrict A ttorney was granted 
and the trial abruptly brought to an end. As 
soon as this was done M r. Spear demanded 
of the Court the book which had been offered 
iu evidence, claiming th at it belonged to the 
Protective Association. 
The Judge replied 
th at he had nothing whatever to do with the 
m atter, but th a t the proper disposition to be 
made of the book, so far as the action of the 
Court or its officers was concerned, was to re­ 
turn it to the party who had it iu his posses­ 
sion and offered it in evidence, which in this 
case was the D istrict Attorney. 
I t was so 
disposed of, whereupon notice was given by 
M r. Spear and his associates th at an action 
to recover possession of the book would be at 
once instituted. 
_ 
, 
In tbts connection, the examination of 
George W . M axwell for libel will take place 
in the Police C ourt to day, upon the same 
charge as th at upon which Spear was placed 
upon trial, and it is probable th at the ques­ 
tion of liability for the publication of such 
reports or books and tarnishing them to mem­ 
bers of the LTnion will yet be fully tried in 
the Superior Court. 
I t is understood that 
the parties at the head of the Protective 
U nion are desirous th at the m atter should be 
decided. 
The counsel for defense take the 
ground th at t’ e Protective Union stands pre­ 
cisely upon the same gronnds as R . G. Dun 
& Co. and other similar commercial agencies, 
and 
th at 
if 
the 
proprietors 
of 
the 
Protective 
Lrnion 
are 
liable 
on 
the 
charge of libel, then all the commercial 
agencies are likewise liable. 
They express 
confidence that the Union will be classed 
with the regular commercial agencies in this 
regard, and th at the lists published by it, and 
which are placed only in the hands of mem­ 
bers of the Union, and who are required, as 
they state, by written contract not to permit 
any one to see or have access to such reports 
but members of the Union, will be regarded 
by the Courts as privileged communications 
iu the interest of dealers and sound financial 
transactions. 
There are a large num ber ef 
this class of Unions or Associations with 
which more or iesa of the business community 
are interested, and the question now being 
raised against the Protective U nion will 
therefore be regarded with interest. 


A m ong t h e P e a c h T r e e s .—A few days 
since the agent in charge of the barge Cen­ 
tennial, having discharged her cargo of lum­ 
ber at this place, took the economical way of 
getting her down the river to Clarksburg by 
allowing her to float down w ith the current. 
Upon reaching the Fern break the current at 
th at point was so strong out of the river 
through the break that the barge was drawn 
into it.

attaching to her with a tow-line drew her oat 
into the river again. 
T hat was not as exten­ 
sive an inland trip as the steam er Gem made 
during the flood of 1862, when it got drawn 
through the break at Rabel’s tannery, above 
Sacramento, and ran about a quarter of a 
mile out upon the plains 
before it got 
aground, as will be remembered by those who 
resided here a t the time. 
I t remained there 
until the w ater had fallen and disappeared 
from the ground, when it was raised with 
jack-screws and carried upon tem porary ma­ 
rine ways to the river bank, and there re­ 
launched. 
I t was one of the best steamers 
upon the river a t the time, and was of the 
regular line running to Red Bluff. 


S o u th S id e O v e r f lo w .— Action was taken 
yesterday by Trustee Davis to stop tbe water 
running out of the Burns’ slough channel 
from north of Y street, down over Tenth, to 
be pumped out a t Y street. 
Five hundred 
sacks of earth were placed along the west 
bank of the slough channel a t the lowest 
spots between R and Y streets, which will 
have the effect to keep nearly or quite all of 
the water in the chaunel and cause it to be 
discharged through the opening at the Y- 
street levee a t Sixteenth street, where there 
is a good strong flow outward. 
This is much 
higher ground than a t Sixth street, and the 
discharge of Burns’ slough is not, therefore, 
shut off by the higher w ater which exists on 
the south of the levee a t Sixth street. 
The 
water having become so low on this side 
where the pumps are operated that the water 
had to be raised between four and five feet to 
discharge it over the levee, openings have 
been made through the levee and the dis­ 
charge flumes lowered three feet, which will 
enable much more efficient work to be done. 
Much less power will be required to run the 
pumps, and 
a 
corresponding increase of 
velocity will thus be attained. 
Tbe w ater on 
this side of the Y -street levee at Sixth street 
has now fallen so as to be within the canal 
banks, and a very rapid current toward the 
pumps is caused in the canal by the rapid dis­ 
charge over to the south side of the Y -street 
embankment. 
.

CONDUCTOR’S 
STORY. 


“ Yes,” said the conductor, biting off 
the tip of a cigar and alowly scratching a 
match on his leg, “ I’ve seen a good deal 
of railroad life that’s interesting and excit­ 
ing in the twenty years that 1 ve been 
twisting brakes and slamming doors for a 
li viu*7. 
“ f ’ve seen all kinds of sorrow and all 
kinds of jo y —3een the happy bridal couple 
starting out on their wedding tour, with 
the bright and hopeful future before them, 
and the black-robed mourner on her way 
to a new-made grave, wherein she must 
bury the idol of her lonely old heart. 
“ W ealth and pinching poverty ride on 
the same tra in , and the merry laugh of the 
joyous, h ealth y child is mingled with the 
despairing sigh of the aged. The great an­ 
tipodes of life are familiar to the conductor, 
for every day the extremes of the world 
are meeting beneath his eye. 
“ I've mutilated the ticket of many a 
black leg and handled the patees ot all our 
m o st em in en t dead-heads. 
I don’t know 
w h a t w alk of life is more crowded with 
th rillin g in cid en ts than mine.” 
“ Ever had any smash-ups?” 
“ Sm ash-lips ? Oh, yes, several of them. 
None, however, that couldn’t have been a 
good deal worse. 
“ T h ere Í3 one incident of my railroad 
life,” continued the conductor, running his 
tongue carefully over a broken place in the 
wrapper of his cigar, “ that I never spoke 
of before to any one. 
It has caused me 
more misery and wretchedness than any 
one thing that ever happened to me in my 
official career. 
“ Sometimes even now, after the lapse of

An interesting analysis of the various 
modes of sensibility of the visual appara­ 
tus, the London Timet reports, has been 
made by Mr. Chambers. 
He has been ex­ 
perimenting by looking in darkness at an 
opaque screen in which was perforated 
•three or four minute holes, quite near each 
other, but distinguishable when a medium 
light shone through. 
Light was raised 
from zero on the other side ; it was some­ 
times colored. 
The order of phenomena 
was proved to be this : The first action of 
light entering the eye in very small quan­ 
tity is in all cases merely to produce a dif­ 
fuse luminous sensation not differentiated 
either as to color or as to form ; with a 
greater quantity one gets the notion of 
color, if there be color iu the lig h t; and 
still more light is required to be able to 
resolve the luminous object into its differ­ 
ent elements. 
Luminous sensibility is the 
most simple reaction ; then comes chro­ 
matic sensibility, by which we distinguish 
color, and, lastly, what the author terms 
visual sensibility, by which we distinguish 
form. 
At a late meeting of the French Acad­ 
emy of Science, M. Dunand read a paper 
on a method of producing speech in elec­ 
tric condensers, and particularly in the 
singing condenser. 
He connects one pole 
of the battery with one end of the induced 
wire of the coil, the other pole with one 
armature of the condenser, while the sec­ 
ond armature is attached to the other end 
of the induced wire. 
Iu the circuit of the 
primary coil a battery and a carbon micro­ 
phone are introduced. 
In this way speech 
may be produced with great clearness. 
The condenser which gave the best results 
was 0.06 meters in length of side, and 
contained thirty-dx sheets of tiDfoil. 
For 
the auxiliary battery two or three Leclanche 
elements gave weak articulate sounds. 
The intensity increases with the increase 
of the number of elements, but not pro­ 
portionally. 
The current of the auxiliary 
coil does not traverse the condenser. 
The Electrician describes a microphone, 
invented by M. Bcudet, of Paris, which 
transmits articulate speech very distinctly 
without altering the tone or causing any 
scratching noise. 
It is composed of a 
mouthpiece of the usual telephone kind, 
joined to the end of a glass tube, a centi­ 
meter in diameter, which is mounted on a 
jointed stand. 
The mouthpiece contains 
an ebony plate, one millimeter thick, to 
which is attached a piece of copper, pene­ 
trating the glass tube a little distance. 
In 
the tube are six carbon halls. 
At the end 
of the tube there is a piece of copper, 
which imparts the necessary degree of 
pressure to the carbons. 
In action this 
microphone of multiple contacts is liko an 
ordinary middle-sized Gaiffe microphone, 
with six elements—peroxide of manganese 
and chloride of zinc—set up with a resist­ 
ance of 80 ohms, with a Bell telephone for 
a receiver. 
. 
Mr. Gower’s form of the Bell telephone 
has been adopted by the British Postoffice 
authorities, who have given an order for 
twenty thousand of the instruments. 
It 
has been tried on the Southwestern rail­ 
way, Eogland, with much satisfaction in 
communicating with the signal cabins on 
different sections of the line. 
The tele­ 
phones were simply connected between the 
existing wire for working the “ block” 
system and the “ earth.” 
Conversation 
was then distinctly carried on without 
interfering in the least with the ordinary 
signals. 
It was interesting to hear through 
the telephone the sound of the train itself 
leaving the distant station at the same time 
as the strokes of the signal bell announced 
the departure. 
Prof. Balfour Stewart considers that the 
evidence is in favor of some connection be­ 
tween the Btate of the sun’s Burface and 
terrestrial meteorology, while1 at the same 
time it is unmistakably indicat'd by all 
elements that this connection is of ¿rich a 
nature as to imply that the sun is mT’St 
powerful when there are most spots on his 
surface. 
He does not, it will be perceived, 
commit himself unreservedly to this view, 
and he thinks that further research is nec­ 
essary to clear up many points still in 
doubt. 
But he is free to say that, “ in 
fine, this hypothesis is rapidly emerging, if 
indeed it has not already emerged, from 
the regions of mere conjecture.” 
A material which has been proposed for 
the filtering and decolorizing of sugar and 
other substances consists of dried or baked 
granulated clay mixed with blood in the 
proportion of three parts of clay to four of 
blood. 
Sometimes vegetable charcoal is 
added. 
The mixture is molded into lumps 
of any convenient form, dried, broken into 
small pieces, mixed with an equal bulk of 
granulated clay, and after having been 
carbonized in a retort, carefully screened. 
The screenings are said to answer admira­ 
bly the purpose for which they are designed. 
The first application of electricity to 
permanent street lighting in Glasgow has 
just been made in a portion of Buchanan 
street. The lamps used were those invented 
by Mr. Brockie. 
Gramme machines sup­ 
plied the electricity, and they were driven 
by an Otto gas engine—gas thus curiously, 
it was remarked, superseding itself as a 
means of illumination. 
Some of the lead­ 
ing newspaper offices in Glasgow have 
made arragements for lighting up the 
business and the composing rooms with 
electricity. 
A Mr. St. George Lane Fox has been 
working on an electric lamp on the same 
principle as Mr. Edison’s, and it would 
seem from a report of a private exhibition 
of the efficiency of this lamp that Mr. Fox 
has been very successful. 
The tests were 
made on the 7th inst., at the office of the 
British Electric Light Company, London. 
It is claimed that the Fox incandescent 
lamp will last for years if subjected “ to 
ordinary average use.” 
The French Academy of Science have 
appointed a commission, under the presi­ 
dency of M. Dumas, to make the necessary 
arrangements for observing the transit of 
Venus in 18S2. 
It is thought that R. A. 
Proctor will be intrusted with the super­ 
intendence of the English arrangements. 
Messrs. Garreau and Machelart (Comptes 
Rendus, No. 23) have extracted from the 
stems of the saxifrages, tannin, starch, and 
a new 
proximate principle, bergenine, 
which possesses valuable medicinal proper­ 
ties, and may rank between quinine and 
salicine. 
The tea plants grown by Count d’Amigo 
on his estate near Messina, produce leaves 
which are said to be as good as those of 
the plants raised in China. 
There is to be 
a systematic attempt now made to grow 
the tea on a commercial scale.
